The Domei dispatch said that 


the Russians crossed the frontiet 
at an unspecified point, and pene- 
trated into Manchukuo for a dis- 
tance of 110 yards before

"the more constructive phases" of 
the inquiry. 
Director Lilienthal was answer- 


ing charges by Dr. Morgan, ousted 
TVA chairman, when committee 
members voiced their impatience 
with continued personalities.

board.

AGENCIES BRING 


Tax Board Report Indicates 


Increases Due to More 


Joint Activity. 


Hising governmental costs due 


to the broadening of state and 
federal co-operative agencies come 
to light in the report for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, issued 
Tuesday 
by State Tax Commis- 
sioner Smith. 


Thru Nebraska's state treasury 
during the year poured 
$29,062,- 


986, which was 
$6,489,595 
more 


than for the fiscal year of 1935-36. 
before joint activities really got 
going at full speed. 


Expenditures for 1936-37 were 


$30,922,640. 


Responsible for the major part 


of the increase of the biennium of 
1935-36 is the social security pro- 
gram now under full steam and 
forced draft. This program, which 
gives aid to the blind, the aged 
and 
to dependent children ac- 


counted for $4,632,904 of the climb. 
In the latest fiscal year the re- 


lief agencies spent $6,764,793. for 
assistance and when the program 
•was still in gestation two years 
ago only $2,131,389 was spent. 


The l a b o r department also 


showed a prodigious leap, taking 
a flight from $12,121 In 1935-36 
to $186,930 in 1937-38. This was 
caused by the employment agency 
and the unemployment compensa- 
tion division, both of which are 
social security arrangements. 
_XFederal co-operation with health, 
"highway and vocational education 
also contributed to the upward 
trend of the appropriations. 


Another salient result 
of 
the 


additional labors the state per- 
forms 
is 
the 
expansion of the 


amount 
spent for salaries and 


wages In departments and institu- 
tions. This particular fund rose 
from $4,878,331 In 1935-36 to $5,- 
550,486 during the 
most recent 
fiscal year. 


Since July 1, 1937, there 
has 


been 
spent 
$29,062,986, leaving 
available from state tax, federal 
and cash funds $41,120,386, which 
in turn leaves a balance of $12,- 
057,400. The legislature tit 1937 
appropriated $56,084,616 for the 
biennium 
which 
ends June 30 
1939. 


Of this latter amount $12,629,- 


761 represents estimated expendi- 
tures from strictly state tax funds, 
Jie rest to come from cash re- 
ceipts and federal funds. Tax funds 
for 1937-38 are $813,556 more than 
for 1935-37, but 
are 
$15,904,478 
ess than the peak of $18,816,205 
reached in 1921-23, according to 
Commissioner Smith.

"The establishment of a high

and

quently restrict their consumption. 
This will react to the detriment ef 
any, plans for increasing employ- 
ment." 


The establishment of a wage 


scale too high in relation to econo- 
mic conditions, Ballard asserted, 
would encourage increased use of 
abor saving devices.

machinery set up in Nebraska im- 
mediately in putting federal wheat 
loans into operation were being 
made here at a state AAA meet- 
Ing of district and state farm pro- 
gram 
officials. 
The conference 


closes Tuesday evening. 


William 
McArthur, 
regional 


commodity loan director for the 
north-central region, appeared on 
the morning session, presenting 
the latest information on wheat 
loans. Omaha is a basic terminal 
point In the loan program. Loans 
on No. 2 wheat there are made at 
71 cents, less freight and a 4 cent 
handling charge at outstate points. 


Commercial storage of wheat 


under the loan program, will be 
handled on the same basis as were 
corn loans. Farm storage will be 
on a chattel mortgage basis. All 
federally licensed warehouses are 
eligible for storage of the grain 
under the plan if they sign a ware- 
house agreement with the Com- 
modity Credit 
corporation. 
The 


larger elevators in Nebraska now 
have signed such agreements.

storage educational campaign in 
Nebraska

farmers 


with storage regulations under the 
plan, and also to better acquaint 
them with the best facilities.

81-2 Billions Have 


Gone to States to 


Make Jobs. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). Treas- 


ury experts broke down the na- 
tion's federal emergency relief dol- 
lar to show how expenditures of 
approximately $8,600,000,000 have 
been divided among: the states and 
among- various job making objec- 
tives. 
New York state topped others 
with $1,096,202,888 of emergency 
relief money from April 8, 1935 
to June 30, 1938, the period cov- 
ered by the figures. 
The figures were set down in 
a report prepared in conformity 
with an executive order which 
made the treasury responsible for 
accounting for emergency relief 
spending, beginning with April 8, 
1935. From that date thru the 
fiscal year which ended last June 
30, congress appropriated 98,687,- 
821,646 of which agencies made 
available for spending 
$8,656,- 
321,646. 
The works progress administra- 
tion spent $4,834,974,053 or 55'.7 
percent of funds made available. 
3ther expenditures included: Agri- 
culture without public roads and 
farm security allocations, 136 mil-

The same horror 
arasscd Benjamin Franklin when 
n 1775 the continental congress 
stnblished the continental post- 
ffice and made him postmaster 
eneral. 
He predicted hopefully that the 
oloninls some day would learn to 
rite names more plainly, but— 
hey didn't and their descendants 
ave not yo-t learned. 
A postal official estimated that 
oor and careless 
handwriting 
osts 
the 
government 
about 
1,500,000 a year. There is no tell- 
rig what the people pay for it 
ndividually, ho added. 


The main offenders are: 
1. Character handwnters—peo- 
ple who try to pen their person- 
alities on the outside of a letter. 
2. Careless nbhreviaters — folks 
who write "Mo." and let the postal 
clerks decide whether It's Missouri 
or Montana. 
3. Just plain bad writing. 
The similarity of cf^ty names is 
another thing that almost drives 
the clerks out of their cages. Take 
Cleveland, for instance. The na. 
lion has 26 besides the one in 
Ohio. 
And there are 28 Troys, 
and 12 BIrminghams. 
More than 100,000 Americans 
didn't put any address on letters 
last year. 
They didn't, • in fact, 
write anything on the envelopes— 
just mailed them blank.

"The 
content/' 
Comm.saioner 
Frank said, "is plainly such as to 
lead the reader to believe that the 
committee is asserting that SEC, 
jjfc- those reports, was acting in a 
biased manner, and had conducted 
the hearings on which those re- 
ports were founded so that they 
were "at best a perfunctory con- 
cession to appearances" and were 
"carefully staged with an idea to 
a predetermined result." 


Unfair Appraisal. 


Frank said he "gravely doubted" 


whether members of Pound's com- 
mittee had made an investigation 
"indispensable to a fair appraisal 
by them of the SEC reports."

TAX eUCIION ON 


Ordinance Proposes Sharp 


Out—May Take Insurance 


on All Employes. 


An ordinance proposing sharp 


reduction 
in occupation tax on 


vending machines, declaring 
it 


Illegal to vend any article of mer- 
chandise which cannot be legally 
soPd to minors, prohibiting vending 
of articles restricted by statute and 
specifically providing that it shall 
not be construed to permit oper- 
ation of games of chance, was in- 
troduced on first reading at Mon- 
day's council meeting. The sub- 
ject has been hanging fire for a 
year or more. The present ordi- 
nance has not been enforced. It 
lacks a penalty clause, latter part 
of the amendatory ordinance, and 
carries high occupation fees. Altho 
supposedly in effect for several 
years this ordinance, initiated by 
the people, has brought to the 
clerk's counter but one customer 
for payment of occupation tax un- 
der its provisions. 


The proposed ordinance provides 


a tax of $3 for each machine 
vending 1 cent merchandise with 
a graduated scale upward of 50 
cents for each additional penny of 
merchandise. If the machine naa 
more than one section or compart- 
ment, the tax of $3 to be multi- 
plied by the number of sections if 
it be 1 cent merchandise and ac- 
cordingly higher where the com- 
modity costs more. 


The present ordinance calls for 
a $10 occupation tax 'on penny 
units and $10 for each additional 
cent—$50 for each machine vend- 
ing 5 cent merchandise and $100 
for 10 cent articles. The proposed 
ordinance provides $3 for 
the 


penny machine, $5 for each 5 cent 
machine, $7.50 for the 10 cent unit 
and up accordingly. 


Discuss Insurance. 


Deputy Attorney Miles submit- 


ted a proposed compensation in- 
surance policy with the Travelers 
Insurance company and reinsur- 
ance binder with the underwriters 
at Lloyds of London covering all 
city employes. The attorney also 
presented a letter stating that, in 
his opinion, the policy is suffi- 
cient to protect the city against 
compensation claims of all per- 
sons employed in every depart- 
ment. The matter was placed on 
file for council study. 


Standard premium is set out as 


$13,766.92 with minimum retro- 
spective premium of 66.5 percent 
of that amount with a maximum 
retrospective premium of 157 per- 
cent, tinder reinsurance 
binder 


with Lloyds for $781,20 the city 
will be assured that the maximum 
premium, baaed upon payroll, will 
not exceed $13,766.92 plus 
the 
$781.20 with a minimum of $9,155, 
plus the payment to Lloyds. Limit 
of coverage for any one accident, 
$25,000 and occupational diseases 
specifically excluded, those recog- 
nized by law not applicable to city 
employment. 


The city now carries liability only en 
employes 'n water and light anil municipal 
coal and gaa. For the latter the premium 
IB 1146.60. The premium on water And 
light deparment coverage dropped Jan. 23. 
Before the drop It ranged, by month, 
about as follows: For September, J482.66; 
lor October, $447.78, tor November, $489.- 
Sfr. Here arc average months since the 
drop; May, J333.IH; April, 5313 81; March. 
$310.02. 
The attorney explained that for th* past 
four years the city has been out of pocket 
an average of approximately $13,000 per 
year for Injuries to employes of depart* 
ments other than those now covered and 
this amount, he added, did not Include 
court costs or pay for expert testimony. 
The proposed rate structure is based upon 
what experience may dlncloae with a first 
year premium of $13,626.

AS ENEMY OF PEOPLE 


Termer Prosecutor and Com 


mitiar of. Justice In- 


. volred in Purge. 


MOSCOW. (UP). Nikolai Vas- 


sillievlch Kryienko, former com- 
missar of justice who preceded 
Andrew Vishinaky as the director 
of soviet Russia's "purge." himself 
was denounced as an "enemy of 
the people." 


Kryienko prosecuted many so 


let "enemies." He worked in ille 
gal bolshevik groups from 1914 to 
1917, became a member of the 
governing body of the 
commis< 
sariat for military and naval af- 
fairs 
and later 
commander-in- 


chief. In 1922 he became assistant 
commissar of justice and in 1929 
became the chief prosecutor. 


After. Krylenko's removal from 


office Vishinsky became the prose- 
cutor. Now Vishinsky denounces 
Kryienko as a "Trotskyist and Bu- 
kharanite enemy of the people." 
Altho he previously had been 


caught in the purge in a minor 
way it was the first time he has 
been linked with Trotskyist and 
Bukharanite organizations. 


Vishinsky, in an article in Prav- 
da about the problems of soviet 
justice as a science, wrote that 
Kryienko and others .tried to dis- 
arm the government by mea.ns of 
a negligent attitude toward soviet 
law, directed toward "discrediting 
soviet justice in the eyes of the 
workers of justice."

OWNERSHIP OF RESOURCES. 
Nebraska was shocked some 


time ago when the federal govern- 
ment laid claim to the water in the 
Platte valley in Nebraska, Such a 
claim has been made in other 
states, perhaps in another form, 
but with the same intent, the con- 
trol of natural resources of the 
States. 


Ex-Senator

Wrote a letter of protest to the

Enterprise in 


which he said: 


"We have just observed the 
150th anniversary of the ratifi- 
cation of the federal constitu- 
tion. This document was drawn

ago announced he did not want

. . . He is giving a pretty good 
imitation'Just now—because the 
flood control bill puts in his 
hands a power which even Hit- 
ler mighUhesitate to employ.

cook. Embattled farmers drove 
them off . . . Complacent public 
citizens pacified the 
enraged 
owners of ancestral acres. Gov- 
ernment engineers went 'on with 
their work. The federal power 
commission 
some years 
ago

water 


enough 'to float a shingle' was 
subject to the control implied 
in the commerce clause of the 
federal constitution. 
"If contested in the courts,

whereever they met in the city.

British troops took command of 


he situation and order was re- 
torcd promptly, but not until 
after many new widows and or- 
ihans had been created in the city. 


The tenseness of the" situation 


n the holy land, the determination 
f both the Arabs and Jews, and 
he militant nature of the former, 
makes the situation extremely dlf- 
icult. There is always some fa- 
natic or lunatic willing to plant 
a bomb where it will destroy some 
of the enemies of his race and the 
•eaction to an event of this kind 
s immediate violence. 


What Is worse, no progress has 


>een made toward a settlement of 
he difficulties in Palestine. 
It 


seems more and more 
apparent 


hat the idealistic project which 
called for making a permanent 
homo for the Jews in Palestine was 
a mistake, with no solution in the 
offing; which might tend to. ease 
the situation.

W A S H IN O TON.—Something; 


happened the other day at th* 
treasury which, externally, didn't 
seem very significant, but which 
must have caused a considerable 
commotion behind the scenes. It 
related to the proposal to make 
state employes pay taxes to the 
federal government. 
Of all the 
subjects calculated to start politi- 
cal troubles, this has in it most 
potentiality for damage to the for- 
:unes of the Roosevelt adminUtra- 
:ion and the democratic congTew. 


What the treasury let out was 


that a formal opinion had been 
rendered by the department of jus- 
tice saying it would be constitu- 
Jonal for the federal government 
to begin taxing state employes, 
and, by inference, for the states 
:p begin taxing federal employes. 
No sooner had this information 
been 
disclosed 
when 
another 
spokesman for the treasury de- 
partment hastened to point out 
;hat no such proposals were being 
planned for passage at the next 
congress. 
Just what caused these reas- 
surances to be given was not ex- 
plained, but it does look as if the. 
political aspects of the idea ot 
;axing state employes might pos- 
sibly have been given some con- 
sideration, especially by the politi- 
cal managers for members of con- 
gress up for re-election. This year 
who are, in various instances, de- 
pendent on the help of state politi- 
cal machines. 
• 
This business of taxing: state 
mployes is far from being a piece 
of routine. 
Who are atate em- 
ployes or city and county em- 
ployes, for that matter ? 
They 


nclude not merely persons work- 
ing at the state houses or county 
court houses and the city halls, 
taut school teachers as well, to say 
nothing of the vast army of minor 
employes In the field > for cities, 
counties and states. 


Taxation by the federal govern- 


ment has never bothered the state, 
city and county employes before, 
and they have played ball with 
:he local political machines, which 
in turn, have helped the national 
political tickets. Now, however, if 
a tax is imposed on state em- 
ployes' incomes, it will be equiva- 
lent to a cut in wages or salaries.. 
It becomes a serious thing for 
state, county and city employes 
who have never before paid a fed- 
eral tax, and, in most instances, 
have been immune from state 
taxation as well. Wages for gov- 
ernment employes of all kinds are 
the last, as a rule, to be moved 
upward when costs of living begin 
to soar. In the inflationary era 
which has just begun, prices natu- 
rally will rise, and, if taxes cut 
down the incomes of federal, state 
and city employes, they will face 
considerable hardship in meeting 
living costs in a large number of 
instances.

Perhaps many of these state, 
county and city employes who have 
been an integral part of the Roose- 
velt political machine will now de- 
velop a different idea of the wis- 
dom of the whole spending- pro- 
gram which has kept the budget 
unbalanced for several years and 
caused deficits to rise by the bil- 
lions to unprecedented heights. 
Maybe they will not be as enthu- 
siastic about re-electing to con- 
gress the spenders who have been 
showing no signs of economising, 
but who have been exhibiting more 
and more fervor for spending. 
Certainly, there seems eventually 
no way to ward off the tax bur- 
den that must be imposed on gov- 
ernment employes of all kinds so 
long as the administration refuses 
to allow private business the op- 
portunity to earn the large taxes 
that are needed to take care of 
these huge budgets which the pres- 
ent administration has introduced. 
.The popularity of Mr. Roosevelt 
is related in no small way to his 
ability to cause funds to flow all 
over the country, especially to 
cities, counties and states which 
have been granted big subsidies 
Somebody is about to be made to 
pay for all this. The treasury tax 
experts, being non-political per- 
sons, have proposed a plan which 
will bring in considerable revenue 
from state, county and city em- 
ployes. It has been believed hith- 
erto that fl constitutional amend- 
ment would be needed, and, of 
course, this meant th'at the state, 
county and city political machine, 
with their vast political influence, 
would never let such an amend- 
ment pass. Thirteen states could 
block it. 


But, under the regime of the 
new 
torles 
here, 
constitutional 
amendments arc a thing of the 
past. They don't feel it is neces- 
sary to let the people pass on fun- 
damental questions any more. Tho 
the American constitutional sys- 
tem has been transformed in the 
last five years, not a single pro. 
posal to amend the constitution 
has been allowed to pass either 
house of congress even tho the 


democrat* h*v« had mar* thui 
two-thirds in the s*nat* and SWUM. 


Th* technique of the new toiiti, 


of course, is to avoid constitu- 
tional amendments. The process is 
merely to have the department of 
justice say what is or is not con- 
stitutional. With the control which 
the new torie* hope to havt of 
the supreme court thru the ap- 
pointment of politically 
minded 
judgM, they manifest little fear 
about new laws being: held in- 
valid. 
It would seem that a question 
which has so long; been maintained 
as outside the constitution, namely 
separata federal and state taxa- 
tion, should not now b* decided 
by a mere opinion of a federal 
bureau. 
But Jth« supporters of the Roose- 


velt administration thruout the 
country in the »tate. county and 
city political machines were pri- 
marily responsible for the election 
to office of the present regime, 
which believes in circumventing 
the constitution. So, if the state, 
county and city employes have to 
suffer a wage or salary cut, they 
have only themselves to blame. 
And maybe the 850,000 federal 
employes who have been exempt 
from state taxation will find the 
states getting: busy too with a re- 
ciprocal tax. 
All in all, more taxes are going 


to be imposed on everybody, rich 
and poor alike, 
but 
mostly 
on 
people of moderate means who pay 
the largest share of the Indirect 
taxes sjnd who *will have to pay a 
gTeaten and greater share of the 
direct taxes to support the most 
extravagant .and wasteful admin- 
istration the nation has ever 
known.

FOR AN AMENDMENT to the Constitution of the State of Nebraska

devices. 


Be it Enacted by the People of the State of Nebraska: 


Section 1. That Section 24, Article III, Constitution of Nebraska, 


be attended to read as follows: 


"Sec. 24. (a) The Legislature shall not authorize any game of 


chance, lottery or gift enterprise; but nothing in this section shall ba 
construed to prohibit the enactment of laws provided for the licensing 
and regulation of wagering on the results of horse races by the pari- 
mutuel or certificate method, when conducted by licensees within the 
race track enclosure at licensed horse race meetings; .nor shall anything 
in this section be'construed to prohibit the enactment of laws providing 
for • the operation, leasing, distribution, maintenance or possession of 
any coin-operated machines, whether said machines are skill machines, 
vending machines or trade machines or providing for the licensing;, 
regulation and taxing; of said niachines as hereafter provided, (b) No 
person or persons, corporation or corporations shall own or operate any 
coin-operated device without first having obtained a license therefor. 
For the purpose of this section, coin-operated devices are denned and 
classified as follows: (1) Coin-operated skill machines (commonly 
referred to as pin games, marble tables and similar devices of this 
type which may have a skill feature) which may or may not pay a 
reward for skillful operation, or upon which operation premiums may 
or may not be given for high score or making certain combinations. 
Such premiums may be awarded -either automatically by the machine 
in the form of checks, tokens or orders which designate the value of the 
premium or premiums, or may be indicated by a score card attached 
to the machine. Hereafter, this type shall be referred to as 'skill 
machines'. (2) Automatic coin-operated vending and amusement ma- 
chines with premium features which vend for each coin deposited a 
standard article of merchandise of a recognized retail value equal to 
the coin deposited and in addition, may vend checks, tokens or orders 
which may be exchanged for additional merchandise. Hereafter this 
type shall be referred to as 'automatic venders'. (3) Trade machines 
which have no merchandise vending feature, although at intervals indi- 
cate that patron Is entitled to receive premiums in merchandise or cash 
which the machine may or may not vend. Hereafter this type will be 
referred to as 'trade machines': Provided, nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to apply to any coin-operated machine or device 
which returns amusement or entertainment or some service or article 
of value or a combination of the above uniformly as to quantity »nd 
quality upon each insertion of a coin into the same nor to any coin- 
operated telephone. United States stamp machine or toilet locks. Each 
owner of automatic venders or skill machines or trade machines shall 
obtain an annual license from and shall pay in advance an annual 
occupation tax to the Tax Commissioner of the state in the sum of 
One Thousand Dollars on the first machine for which f.n annual license 
is taken, all of said tax to be credited to the State Assistance Fund, 
and an annual occupation tax to the Tax Commissioner of the state on 
each additional machine for which an annual license is taken in the 
sum of Forty Dollars per year, payable qua'rterly in advance, Thirty 
Dollars of which shall be credited to the State Assistance Fund and 
Ten Dollars, less the cost of administration, if any, shall forthwith be 
transmitted to the proper school treasurer for credit to the public 
school fund of the particular city, town, village or county in which 
each of said machines is licensed, as the case may be: Provided, not- 
withstanding any ordinance or charter power to the contrary, no city 
or village shall impose any occupation, privilege, license, excise or other 
tax on the business of any licensed person, firm or corporation owning 
or operating said coin-operated machines in any sum exceeding Ten 
Dollars per annum. The provisions of this section do not apply to 
machines or devices being displayed or demonstrated bytmanufacturers, 
distributors, salesmen or their agents for sales purposes. The Legis- 
lature by general law shall provide the amount of application fee* and 
other regulations to defray the cost of administration of and to carry 
out th« intent and purpose of this section, and shall further provide it 
to be a misdemeanor punishable by fine not exceeding One Hundred 
Dollars for each offense for any owner or person in charge of any 
licensed machine knowingly to permit any minor to play thereon."

Health_Talks

WHEN THE food burns up in 


the body faster than it is eaten, 
the body begins to lose weight. This 
is the condition we see when the 
thyroid gland becomes diseased and 
works faster than normally. This 
disorder is called toxic goiter or 
t h y r o t o x i c o s i s 
(thi-ro-toks- 


ik-os'is). 


A person who has this condition 


loses weight rapidly. He also be- 
comes weak, sweats a great deal 
and the heart beats rapidly. He is 
extremely nervoua and irritablt. 
Sometime! the thyroid gland in the 
neck is enlarged. The eyeballs may 
protrude. 


Poor nutrition may lead to the 


development of toxic goiter. That 
is the opinion of Dr. J. H. Means of 
Boston, Mass., and his co-workers, 
who have noticed this condition in 
35 different patients. This is what 
happens. A person wants to reduce 
weight. So, he puts himself on a 
diet which is greatly .limited in 
foods. Then a loss of weight takes 
place. 
After he has Jost the de- 


sired amount of weight, he begini 
to cat more food, but he finds that 
the weight loss does not stop. In 
fact, he seems to loie weight even 
faster than before. 
This person 


has reduced hi* intake of the fuel 
foods which make fat. But at the 
same time he has eliminated the 
vitamin and mineral! which regu- 
late the body chemistry and thus 
has thrown the delicate life-mecha- 
nism ovit of order. 


Toxic Goiter Symptoms 


Among the patients Dr. Meani 


•tudied lie discovered symptoms of 


fbxlc goiter. Thece person* were 
weak, and the muscles seemed to 
lose their strength and actually be 
came smaller. 
In addition, the 


bones lost part of their minerals 
such ns lime; particularly the bones 
of the spine and those of the legs 
and arms. There seemed to be a 
shortage of iron in the body. The 
nails became spoon shaped and lost 
their luster. 
There were other 


symptoms, such as lack of acid in 
the stomach. 


When these symptoms occur 


there is need to combat them vigor- 
ously and quickly. To begin with 
it is well to give a diet rich in lime- 
containing foods, such as i^ilk and 
Its products; to give some prepara- 
tion of lime or calcium, such as cal- 
cium glycerophosphate (kahse'um 
glls-er-o-fos'fat), as well as vios- 
terol for its vitamin D. Also, some 
preparation containing Iron, such 
as iron and ammonium citrate (am- 
o'ne-um sit'rat), is advisable. Its 
use often will bring rapid improve 
ment in anemia. 


In. any event, th«ae observations 


•how how important It Is that, 
when a person Is reducing, he keep 
under the care of a doctor. Im- 
proper reducing, particularly, may 
lead to the development of serious 
disorder!, and while weight may be 
lost quickly, the health may be 
damaged beyond repair.

Delighted by Rise in Values, 


But Admit They Cannot 


Explain It.

•took market has grv^n the new 
dealern more pure pleasure" than 
any other happening of the l*»t 
two yeara, yet they are completely 
at a lo«a to understand it. After 
laborious inquiry in Wall atreet, 
the hl*he*t official* of the se- 
cuntiea and exchange comtuiasion 
now confess they know ef no 
sensible explanation. The situation 
has its comic aide. The new deal- 
ers have always been inclined to 
regard the financial community 
with suspicion. "GreeKs bringing 
gifts," they think, when they see 
th« 
frenned 
brokers 
suddenly 
reproducing: the 
phenomena of 
Coolidge prosperity in the sixth 
year of the Roosevelt era. Yet the 
gifts are so pleasant, politically 
and 
economically, 
they 
accept 
them happily enough. Leon Hen- 
derson, WPA economist and fa- 
vorite forecaster of the president 
and his advisers, has placed fhe 
seal 
of his approval on 
the 
market. 
"I 
believe," 
says 
Henderson, 
"that the rise in the stock mar- 
ket is a legitimate discounting of 
a business upturn which may be 
expected in the fall. The pressure 
of Idle funds may .cause the rise 
to go too far, but, fundamentally, 
the phenomenon is sound." 


Produces Odd Results. 


The new dealers' curiosity about 
the stock market boom has pro- 
duced some odd results. One SBC 
expert, eager to know the truth, 
suggested that the 
commission 
eend an expeditionary force to the 
financial district, there to ques- 
tion every partner in every bro- 
kerage house on his doings and 
state of mind in the day or so be- 
fore the boom started. The idea 
was that feEC questioners would 
go to the brokers\and ask them, 
"What were you doing; whom did 
you see, and what were you think- 
ing about over the week end of 
June 18-20?" It was hoped that 
this would produce a -composite 
portrait of the Wall street mass 
mind. The hope was dashed, how- 
ever, by the members of the com- 
mission, one of whom remarked 
that the project was likely to 
break up too many happy homes. 
Nevertheless the SEC has had and 
still has a large force of men m 
Wall street seeking information 
from all and sundry. 


The Market Jumble. 


Particular attention has been de- 


voted to types of buying. Charts 
have been prepared, and orders 
have been graphed. The xesulL 
mskes little sense. As was reporte£ 
here 
earlier 
the 
market 
was 
touched off on June 20 by large 
buying orders from London* and 
Amsterdam 
But, after that, the 
foreign trading followed no logical 
pattern. 
Sometimes the foreign 
traders have bought, sometimes 
they have sold, and there is noth- 
ing to indicate a flight of capital 
to this country, an attempt to rig 
the New York market, or anything 
else. Similarly, the 
investment 
trust buying began when the boom 
started. It continued in full force 
for over a week, but since then its 
Intensity has decreased. 
Members and partners of the 


New York stock exchange jumped 
on the bandwagon June 20 and 
added their concentrated 
buying 
power to fan the bullish sparK. 
Small traders have been in and 
out of the market, taking no def- 
inite position, but inclined a bit to 
the selling side. While it is ap- 
parent that socalled professional 


buying—th* trading of foreigners. 
Investment trusts and members.of 
th* exchange—created the boom, 
the SEC hss been able to reach 
only two conclusions. 
"We're still positive that there 
has been no manipulation," a hljh 
official said, "and we know that 
the market has so far b*«n able to 
absorb heavy selling. But we really 
know nothing of the reasons and 
tan predict nothing;." 


"Arounrf the Corner." 


Of all the fiscal and economic 
agencies of the government, the 
SBC Is by far the most cautious in 
discussing the market. While few 
of his 
economist 
colleagues .go 
quite so far as Henderson, their 
comments are a milder echo of his 
stalwart optimism. The new fore- 
casts are pretty funny, consider- 
ing that, without 
exception, 
the 
best economic minds of the govern- 
ment were predicting, only two 
months ago, that during the sum- 
mer and fall the country must face 
an unparalleled and cruel liquida- 
tion. But a|i that is past. All ad- 
mit that, on the basis of present 
earnings stock prices may soar too 
high, but alf are confident that 
production will continue 
to rise, 
carrying the federal reserve board 
index past 90 before the year's end. 
And all hope that, thereafter, the 
government, 
having learned Its 
lesson, a sound prosperity may be 
expected.

They 
only differ, they remark, in think- 
ing the good times may be made 
permanent. In fact, to summarize 
the Washington consensus, "pros- 
perity is just around tha corner 
(we hope.)"
